MR. STIMSON’S SPEECH 
Ang. 11. 

‘The basic importance of Mr. 
‘Stimson’s speech to the Couneil 
on Foreign Relations Jies in its 
clear indication that the Govern- 
ment and people of the United 
States of America are firm in 
their alliance with the other 
nations pledged to preserve the 
machinery for the mobilisation 
fof peace. If this idea were new 
andthe product merely of the 
resent age statesman would be 
Jess inclined to attach to it the 
significance to which testimony 
is constantly being borne— 
notably in the recently-signed 
“Consultative Pact” by the great 
European Powers. In linking up 
the Covenant of the League with 
the Briand-Kellogg Pact, Mr. 
Stimson brings America into the 
ranks of the peace champions. 
‘he most hopeful feature in the 
world to-day is the evidence of a 
close co-operation between 
America and Great Britain in 
international affairs. ‘The as- 
sociation of the latter with thi 
‘Lausanne Treaty and America’s: 
‘acceptance of the invitation to 
attend the World Economic Con- 
ference arising out of that 
‘Treaty, develops the process 
of consolidating the _inter- 
dependence of nations and  s0 
attaining ultimately to the 
understanding which makes for| 
continuity of peace. That the 
road is long and still difficult 
no honest reader of the signs of; 
the times can deny. Mr. Stimson 
is not blind to that aspect of the 
problem. Indeed he would have 
to ignore the teaching of history 
if he attempted fo establish the 
doctrine that the mere conclusion 
of pacts and covenants was 
enough. The League of Nations, 
however admirable and effective 
may have been some of its per- 
formances in the few short years 
of its existence, is still very much 
on trial.

Even then the tendency to 
waste current is never so mark- 
led as that which leaves taps 
running, throws water on the 
gardens regardless of expense, 
indulges in baths filled to over- 
flowing and generally | treats

from the Whangpoo and had 
never passed through a highly 
jscientific series of cleansing 
tanks and apparatus for the 
benefit of the consumer. If ever, 
there was a strong case for the!

Attempt to Eliminate Squeeze Opposed: Skeleton

M. Jules Emile Lemiere, one of 
Shanghai's oldest residents, cele- 
brated his 75th birthday on Aug. 11.

‘Van Yu-ding, brother of accused, 
stated that deceased was quite 
normal until after his wife had 
divorced him, when he showed 
signs of insanity which caused wit- 
hess to remove him to the Pu Yu 
Tang Benevolent Home and, Inter, 
to a hospital in Soochow. On 
‘occasions, accused was very violent 
‘and he had to be tied up. After’ 
he had been discharged from the 
Soochow Hospital, accused visited 
witness in Nanking and demanded 
money, saying “I will kill you for 
sending me to hospital, and I'm 
going to kill the doctors.” His eyes 
were turned upwards and, when 
witness gave him $3, he smiled and 
left for Shanghai 

In reply to Mr. Ru, witness said 
that accused began to suffer men- 
tally only after his wife had divore- 
ed him.” When the marriage took 

place, he was quite normal and 
witness knew of nothing wrong 
with him. After the birth of 3 
daughter, witness began to quarrel 
with his wife and beat her, 80. the 
Intter brought divoree proceedings 
fon the grounds of desertion and 
ill-treatment last January. After| 
the | divoree, he (accused) had a 
number of mental attacks. He. 
went to where his wife lived and 
gesaulted her, with the result that 
hey had to go fo the police station 
fon several occasions.
